The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 5

REVENUE LAWS RECOMMENDATIONS 7 
SECTION 1.(a)  G.S. 105-116(b) reads as rewritten: 8 

"(b) Report Return and Payment. – The tax imposed by this section is payable quarterly 9 

or monthly as specified in this subsection. A return is due quarterly. 10 

A water company or public sewerage company must pay tax quarterly when filing a return. 11 

An electric power company must pay tax in accordance with the schedule and requirements that 12 

apply to payments of sales and use tax under G.S. 105-164.16 and must file a return quarterly. 13 

A quarterly return covers a calendar quarter and is due by the last day of the month that 14 

follows the quarter covered by the return. A taxpayer must submit a return on a form provided 15 

by the Secretary. The return must include the taxpayer's gross receipts from all property it 16 

owned or operated during the reporting period in connection with its business taxed under this 17 

section. A taxpayer must report its gross receipts on an accrual basis. A return must contain the 18 

following information: 19 

(1) The taxpayer's gross receipts for the reporting period from business inside 20 

and outside this State, stated separately. 21 

(2) The taxpayer's gross receipts from commodities or services described in 22 

subsection (a) that are sold to a vendee subject to the tax levied by this 23 

section or to a joint agency established under Chapter 159B of the General 24 

Statutes or a city having an ownership share in a project established under 25 

that Chapter. 26 

(3) The amount of and price paid by the taxpayer for commodities or services 27 

described in subsection (a) that are purchased from others engaged in 28 

business in this State and the name of each vendor. 29 

(4) For an electric power company the entity's gross receipts from the sale 30 

within each city of the commodities and services described in subsection 31 

(a)." 32 

SECTION 1.(b)  G.S. 105-120.2 reads as rewritten: 33 

"§ 105-120.2.  Franchise or privilege tax on holding companies. 34 
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(a) Every corporation, domestic and foreign, incorporated or, by an act, domesticated 1 

under the laws of this State or doing business in this State which, that, at the close of its taxable 2 

year year, is a holding company as defined in subsection (c) of this section, shall, pursuant to 3 

the provisions of G.S. 105-122:G.S. 105-122, do all of the following: 4 

(1) Make a report and statement, andFile a return. 5 

(2) Determine the total amount of its issued and outstanding capital stock, 6 

surplus and undivided profits, andprofits. 7 

(3) Apportion such outstanding capital stock, surplus and undivided profits to 8 

this State. 9 

(b) (1) Every corporation taxed under this section shall annually pay to the 10 

Secretary of Revenue, at the time the report and statement are return is due, a 11 

franchise or privilege tax, which is hereby levied, tax at the rate of one dollar 12 

and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand dollars ($1,000) of the amount 13 

determined under subsection (a) of this section, but in no case shall the tax 14 

be more than seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) nor less than 15 

thirty-five dollars ($35.00). 16 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of subdivision (1) of this subsection, if the 17 

tax produced pursuant to application of this paragraph (2) exceeds the tax 18 

produced pursuant to application of subdivision (1), then the tax shall be is 19 

levied at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand 20 

dollars ($1,000) on the greater of the amounts offollowing: 21 

a. Fifty-five percent (55%) of the appraised value as determined for ad 22 

valorem taxation of all the real and tangible personal property in this 23 

State of each such corporation plus the total appraised value of 24 

intangible property returned for taxation of intangible personal 25 

property as computed under G.S. 105-122(d); orG.S. 105-122(d). 26 

b. The total actual investment in tangible property in this State of such 27 

corporation as computed under G.S. 105-122(d). 28 

…." 29 

SECTION 1.(c)  G.S. 105-122 reads as rewritten: 30 

"§ 105-122.  Franchise or privilege tax on domestic and foreign corporations. 31 

… 32 

(d) After determining the proportion of its total capital stock, surplus and undivided 33 

profits as set out in subsection (c)(c1) of this section, which amount shall not be less than 34 

fifty-five percent (55%) of the appraised value as determined for ad valorem taxation of all the 35 

real and tangible personal property in this State of each corporation nor less than its total actual 36 

investment in tangible property in this State, every corporation taxed under this section shall 37 

annually pay to the Secretary of Revenue, at the time the report and statement are return is due, 38 

a franchise or privilege tax at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand 39 

dollars ($1,000) of the total amount of capital stock, surplus and undivided profits as provided 40 

in this section. The tax imposed in this section shall not be less than thirty-five dollars ($35.00) 41 

and shall be is for the privilege of carrying on, doing business, and/or the continuance of 42 

articles of incorporation or domestication of each corporation in this State. Appraised value of 43 

tangible property including real estate is the ad valorem valuation for the calendar year next 44 

preceding the due date of the franchise tax return. The term "total actual investment in tangible 45 

property" as used in this section means the total original purchase price or consideration to the 46 

reporting taxpayer of its tangible properties, including real estate, in this State plus additions 47 

and improvements thereto less reserve for depreciation as permitted for income tax purposes, 48 

and also less any indebtedness incurred and existing by virtue of the purchase of any real estate 49 

and any permanent improvements made thereon. In computing "total actual investment in 50 

tangible personal property" there shall also be deducted a corporation may deduct reserves for 51 
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the entire cost of any air-cleaning device or sewage or waste treatment plant, including waste 1 

lagoons, and pollution abatement equipment purchased or constructed and installed which 2 

reduces the amount of air or water pollution resulting from the emission of air contaminants or 3 

the discharge of sewage and industrial wastes or other polluting materials or substances into the 4 

outdoor atmosphere or into streams, lakes, or rivers, upon condition that the corporation 5 

claiming this deduction shall furnish to the Secretary a certificate from the Department of 6 

Environment and Natural Resources or from a local air pollution control program for 7 

air-cleaning devices located in an area where the Environmental Management Commission has 8 

certified a local air pollution control program pursuant to G.S. 143-215.112 certifying that said 9 

Department or local air pollution control program has found as a fact that the air-cleaning 10 

device, waste treatment plant or pollution abatement equipment purchased or constructed and 11 

installed as above described has actually been constructed and installed and that the device, 12 

plant or equipment complies with the requirements of the Environmental Management 13 

Commission or local air pollution control program with respect to the devices, plants or 14 

equipment, that the device, plant or equipment is being effectively operated in accordance with 15 

the terms and conditions set forth in the permit, certificate of approval, or other document of 16 

approval issued by the Environmental Management Commission or local air pollution control 17 

program and that the primary purpose is to reduce air or water pollution resulting from the 18 

emission of air contaminants or the discharge of sewage and waste and not merely incidental to 19 

other purposes and functions. The cost of constructing facilities of any private or public utility 20 

built for the purpose of providing sewer service to residential and outlying areas is treated as 21 

deductible for the purposes of this section; the deductible liability allowed by this section shall 22 

apply applies only with respect to pollution abatement plants or equipment constructed or 23 

installed on or after January 1, 1955. 24 

… 25 

(f) The report, statement return and tax required by this section shall be is in addition to 26 

all other reports required or taxes levied and assessed in this State. 27 

…." 28 

SECTION 1.(d)  G.S. 105-127(a) reads as rewritten: 29 

"(a) Every corporation, domestic or foreign, that is required to file a return with the 30 

Secretary from which a report is required by law to be made to the Secretary of Revenue, shall, 31 

unless otherwise provided, pay annually to said Secretary annually the franchise tax as required 32 

by G.S. 105-122." 33 

SECTION 1.(e)  G.S. 105-134.2(b) reads as rewritten: 34 

"(b) In lieu of the tax imposed by subsection (a) of this section, there is imposed for each 35 

taxable year upon the North Carolina taxable income of every individual a tax determined 36 

under tables, applicable to the taxable year, which may be prescribed by the Secretary. The 37 

amounts of the tax determined under the tables shall be computed on the basis of the rates 38 

prescribed by subsection (a) of this section. This subsection does not apply to an individual 39 

making filing a return under section 443(a)(1) of the Code for a period of less than 12 months 40 

on account of a change in the individual's annual accounting period, or to an estate or trust. The 41 

tax imposed by this subsection shall be treated as the tax imposed by subsection (a) of this 42 

section." 43 

SECTION 1.(f)  G.S. 105-164.19 reads as rewritten: 44 

"§ 105-164.19.  Extension of time for making returns and payment. 45 

The Secretary for good cause may extend the time for making filing any return under the 46 

provisions of this Article and may grant such additional time within which to make such file the 47 

return as he may deem proper proper, but the time for filing any such return shall not be 48 

extended for more than 30 days after the regular due date of such the return. If the time for 49 

filing a return be is extended, interest accrues at the rate established pursuant to 50

shall be added and paid." 2 

SECTION 1.(g)  G.S. 105-164.30 reads as rewritten: 3 

"§ 105-164.30.  Secretary or agent may examine books, etc. 4 

For the purpose of enforcing the collection of the tax levied by this Article, the Secretary or 5 

his duly authorized agent is hereby specifically authorized and empowered to examine at all 6 

reasonable hours during the day the books, papers, records, documents or other data of all 7 

retailers or wholesale merchants bearing upon the correctness of any return or for the purpose 8 

of making filing a return where none has been made as required by this Article, and may 9 

require the attendance of any person and take his testimony with respect to any such matter, 10 

with power to administer oaths to such person or persons. If any person summoned as a witness 11 

shall fail fails to obey any summons to appear before the Secretary or his authorized agent, or 12 

shall refuse refuses to testify or answer any material question or to produce any book, record, 13 

paper, or other data when required to do so, such the Secretary or his authorized agent shall 14 

report the failure or refusal shall be reported to the Attorney General or the district solicitor, 15 

who shall thereupon institute proceedings in the superior court of the county where such the 16 

witness resides to compel obedience to any summons of the Secretary or his authorized agent. 17 

Officers who serve summonses or subpoenas, and witnesses attending, shall receive like 18 

compensation as officers and witnesses in the superior courts, to be paid from the proper 19 

appropriation for the administration of this Article. 20 

In the event any retailer or wholesale merchant shall fail or refuse fails or refuses to permit 21 

examination of the Secretary or his authorized agent to examine his books, papers, accounts, 22 

records, documents or other data by the Secretary or his authorized agents as aforesaid, data, 23 

the Secretary shall have the power to proceed by citing said may require the retailer or 24 

wholesale merchant to show cause before the superior court of the county in which said 25 

taxpayer resides or has its principal place of business as to why such the books, records, papers, 26 

or documents should not be examined and said the superior court shall have jurisdiction to 27 

enter an order requiring the production of all necessary books, records, papers, or documents 28 

and to punish for contempt any person who violates the order.of such order any person 29 

violating the same." 30 

SECTION 1.(h)  G.S. 105-236(a)(9) reads as rewritten: 31 

"(9) Willful Failure to File Return, Supply Information, or Pay Tax. – Any 32 

person required to pay any tax, to make a return, to keep any records, or to 33 

supply any information, who willfully fails to pay the tax, make file the 34 

return, keep the records, or supply the information, at the time or times 35 

required by law, or rules issued pursuant thereto, shall, is, in addition to 36 

other penalties provided by law, be guilty of a Class 1 misdemeanor. 37 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no prosecution for a violation 38 

brought under this subdivision shall be is barred before the expiration of six 39 

years after the date of the violation." 40 

SECTION 1.(i)  G.S. 105-258(a) reads as rewritten: 41 

"(a) Secretary May Examine Data and Summon Persons. – The Secretary of 42 

Revenue,Revenue is authorized to do any of the following for the purpose of ascertaining the 43 

correctness of any return, making filing a return where none has been made, or determining the 44 

liability of any person for a tax, or collecting any tax:such tax, shall have the power 45 

(1) to examine, Examine, personally, or by an agent designated by him, any 46 

books, papers, records, or other data which that may be relevant or material 47 

to such inquiry, and the Secretary may the inquiry. 48 

(2) summon Summon any of the following persons to appear at a time and place 49 

named in the summons, to produce such books, papers, records, or other 50 
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data, and to give such testimony under oath as may be relevant or material to 1 

the inquiry: 2 

a. the Any person liable for the tax or required to perform the act, or 3 

any officer or employee of such person, or any person. 4 

b. Any person having possession, custody, care or control of books of 5 

account containing entries relevant or material to the income and 6 

expenditures of the person liable for the tax or required to perform 7 

the act, or any other person having knowledge in the 8 

premises.premises, to appear before the Secretary, or his agent, at a 9 

time and place named in the summons, and to produce such books, 10 

papers, records or other data, and to give such testimony under oath 11 

as may be relevant or material to such inquiry, and the Secretary or 12 

his agent may 13 

(3) administer Administer oaths to such person or persons. the persons listed in 14 

this subsection. 15 

(4) If any person so summoned refuses to obey such summons or to give 16 

testimony when summoned, the Secretary may apply Apply to the Superior 17 

Court of Wake County for an order requiring such person or persons to 18 

comply with the summons of the Secretary, and the failureany person who 19 

refuses to obey the summons or to give testimony when summoned. Failure 20 

to comply with such the court order shall be punished as for contempt." 21 

SECTION 2.(a)  G.S. 105-122(c1) reads as rewritten: 22 

"(c1) Apportionment. – A corporation that is doing business in this State and in one or 23 

more other states must apportion its capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits to this State. A 24 

corporation must use the apportionment method set out in subdivision (1) of this subsection 25 

unless the Department has authorized it to use a different method under subdivision (2) of this 26 

subsection. The portion of a corporation's capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits 27 

determined by applying the appropriate apportionment method is considered the amount of 28 

capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits the corporation uses in its business in this State. 29 

… 30 

(2) Alternative. – A corporation that believes the statutory apportionment 31 

method set out in subdivision (1) of this subsection subjects a greater portion 32 

of its capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits to tax under this section 33 

than is attributable to its business in this State may make a written request to 34 

the Secretary for permission to use an alternative method. The request must 35 

set out the reasons for the corporation's belief and propose an alternative 36 

method. The corporation has the burden of establishing by clear, cogent, and 37 

convincing proof that the statutory apportionment method subjects a greater 38 

portion of the corporation's capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits to 39 

tax under this section than is attributable to its business in this State and that 40 

the proposed alternative method is a better method of determining the 41 

amount of the corporation's capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits 42 

attributable to the corporation's business in this State. 43 

  The Secretary must issue a written decision on a corporation's request for 44 

an alternative apportionment method. If the decision grants the request, it 45 

must describe the alternative method the corporation is authorized to use and 46 

state the tax years to which the alternative method applies. A decision may 47 

apply to no more than three tax years, unless the provisions of subdivision 48 

(3) of this subsection applies. years. A corporation may renew a request to 49 

use an alternative apportionment method by following the procedure in this 50 

subdivision. A decision of the Secretary on a request for an alternative 51 
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apportionment method is final and is not subject to administrative or judicial 1 

review. A corporation authorized to use an alternative method may apportion 2 

its capital stock, surplus, and undivided profits in accordance with the 3 

alternative method or the statutory method." 4 

SECTION 2.(b)  G.S. 105-130.4(t1) reads as rewritten: 5 

"(t1) Alternative Apportionment Method. – A corporation that believes the statutory 6 

apportionment method that otherwise applies to it under this section subjects a greater portion 7 

of its income to tax than is attributable to its business in this State may make a written request 8 

to the Secretary for permission to use an alternative method. The request must set out the 9 

reasons for the corporation's belief and propose an alternative method. 10 

The statutory apportionment method that otherwise applies to a corporation under this 11 

section is presumed to be the best method of determining the portion of the corporation's 12 

income that is attributable to its business in this State. A corporation has the burden of 13 

establishing by clear, cogent, and convincing proof that the proposed alternative method is a 14 

better method of determining the amount of the corporation's income attributable to the 15 

corporation's business in this State. 16 

The Secretary must issue a written decision on a corporation's request for an alternative 17 

apportionment method. If the decision grants the request, it must describe the alternative 18 

method the corporation is authorized to use and state the tax years to which the alternative 19 

method applies. A decision may apply to no more than three tax years, unless the provisions of 20 

subsection (t2) of this section apply. years. A corporation may renew a request to use an 21 

alternative apportionment method by following the procedure in this subsection. A decision of 22 

the Secretary on a request for an alternative apportionment method is final and is not subject to 23 

administrative or judicial review. A corporation authorized to use an alternative method may 24 

apportion its income in accordance with the alternative method or the statutory method. A 25 

corporation may not use an alternative apportionment method except upon written order of the 26 

Secretary, and any return in which any alternative apportionment method, other than the 27 

method prescribed by statute, is used without permission of the Secretary is not a lawful 28 

return." 29 

SECTION 3.  G.S. 105-163.41(c) reads as rewritten: 30 

"(c) The period of the underpayment shall run runs from the date the installment was 31 

required to be paid to the earlier of: 32 

(1) The 15th day of the 3rd fourth month following the close of the taxable year, 33 

or 34 

(2) With respect to any portion of the underpayment, the date on which the 35 

portion is paid. An installment payment of estimated tax shall be is 36 

considered a payment of any previous underpayment only to the extent the 37 

payment exceeds the amount of the installment determined under 38 

subdivision (1) of subsection (b) for that installment date." 39 

SECTION 4.  G.S. 105-129.84(c) reads as rewritten: 40 

"(c) Carryforward. – Unless a longer carryforward period applies, any unused portion of 41 

a credit allowed under G.S. 105-129.87 or G.S. 105-129.88 may be carried forward for the 42 

succeeding five years, and any unused portion of a credit allowed under G.S. 105-129.89 may 43 

be carried forward for the succeeding 15 years. If the Secretary of Commerce makes a written 44 

determination that the taxpayer is expected to purchase or lease, and place in service in 45 

connection with an eligible business within a two-year period, at least one hundred fifty million 46 

dollars ($150,000,000) worth of business and real property, any unused portion of a credit 47 

under this Article with respect to the establishment that satisfies that condition may be carried 48 

forward for the succeeding 20 years. If the taxpayer does not make the required level of 49 

investment, the taxpayer shall apply the five-year standard carryforward period rather than the 50 

20-year carryforward period." 51 
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SECTION 5.(a)  G.S. 105-134.6 reads as rewritten: 1 

"§ 105-134.6.  Modifications to adjusted gross income. 2 

… 3 

(b) Other Deductions. – In calculating North Carolina taxable income, a taxpayer may 4 

deduct any of the following items to the extent those items are included in the taxpayer's 5 

adjusted gross income. 6 

… 7 

(17b) An amount equal to twenty percent (20%) of the amount added to federal 8 

taxable income as accelerated depreciation under subdivision (c)(8b) of this 9 

section. For the amount added to taxable income in the 2010 taxable year, 10 

the deduction allowed by this subdivision applies to the first five taxable 11 

years beginning on or after January 1, 2011. For the amount added to taxable 12 

income in the 2011 taxable year, the deduction allowed by this subdivision 13 

applies to the first five taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2012. 14 

For the amount added to taxable adjusted gross income in the 2012 taxable 15 

year, the deduction allowed by this subdivision applies to the first five 16 

taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2013. 17 

… 18 

(d) Other Adjustments. – In calculating North Carolina taxable income, a taxpayer must 19 

make the following adjustments to adjusted gross income. 20 

(1) The amount of inheritance or estate tax attributable to an item of income in 21 

respect of a decedent required to be included in gross income under the 22 

Code, adjusted as provided in G.S. 105-134.5, 105-134.6, and 105-134.7, 23 

G.S. 105-134.5 and G.S. 105-134.6, may be deducted in the year the item of 24 

income is included. The amount of inheritance or estate tax attributable to an 25 

item of income in respect of a decedent is (i) the amount by which the 26 

inheritance or estate tax paid under Article 1 or 1A of this Chapter on 27 

property transferred to a beneficiary by a decedent exceeds the amount of the 28 

tax that would have been payable by the beneficiary if the item of income in 29 

respect of a decedent had not been included in the property transferred to the 30 

beneficiary by the decedent, (ii) multiplied by a fraction, the numerator of 31 

which is the amount required to be included in gross income for the taxable 32 

year under the Code, adjusted as provided in G.S. 105-134.5, 105-134.6, and 33 

105-134.7, G.S. 105-134.5 and G.S. 105-134.6, and the denominator of 34 

which is the total amount of income in respect of a decedent transferred to 35 

the beneficiary by the decedent. For an estate or trust, the deduction allowed 36 

by this subdivision shall be computed by excluding from the gross income of 37 

the estate or trust the portion, if any, of the items of income in respect of a 38 

decedent that are properly paid, credited, or to be distributed to the 39 

beneficiaries during the taxable year. 40 

  The Secretary may provide to a beneficiary of an item of income in 41 

respect of a decedent any information contained on an inheritance or estate 42 

tax return that the beneficiary needs to compute the deduction allowed by 43 

this subdivision. 44 

… 45 

(3) The taxpayer shall add to taxable adjusted gross income the amount of any 46 

recovery during the taxable year not included in taxable adjusted gross 47 

income, to the extent the taxpayer's deduction of the recovered amount in a 48 

prior taxable year reduced the taxpayer's tax imposed by this Part but, due to 49 

differences between the Code and this Part, did not reduce the amount of the 50 

taxpayer's tax imposed by the Code. The taxpayer may deduct from taxable 51 
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adjusted gross income the amount of any recovery during the taxable year 1 

included in taxable adjusted gross income under section 111 of the Code, to 2 

the extent the taxpayer's deduction of the recovered amount in a prior taxable 3 

year reduced the taxpayer's tax imposed by the Code but, due to differences 4 

between the Code and this Part, did not reduce the amount of the taxpayer's 5 

tax imposed by this Part. 6 

(4) A taxpayer may deduct from taxable adjusted gross income the amount, not 7 

to exceed two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500), contributed to an 8 

account in the Parental Savings Trust Fund of the State Education Assistance 9 

Authority established pursuant to G.S. 116-209.25. In the case of a married 10 

couple filing a joint return, the maximum dollar amount of the deduction is 11 

five thousand dollars ($5,000). 12 

(5) The taxpayer shall add to taxable adjusted gross income the amount 13 

deducted from taxable income in a prior taxable year under subdivision (4) 14 

of this subsection to the extent this amount was withdrawn from the Parental 15 

Savings Trust Fund of the State Education Assistance Authority established 16 

pursuant to G.S. 116-209.25 and not used to pay for the qualified higher 17 

education expenses of the designated beneficiary, unless the withdrawal was 18 

made without penalty under section 529 of the Code due to the death or 19 

permanent disability of the designated beneficiary. 20 

(6) A taxpayer who is an eligible firefighter or an eligible rescue squad worker 21 

may deduct from taxable adjusted gross income the sum of two hundred fifty 22 

dollars ($250.00). In the case of a married couple filing a joint return, each 23 

spouse may qualify separately for the deduction allowed under this 24 

subdivision. In order to claim the deduction allowed under this subdivision, 25 

the taxpayer must submit with the tax return any documentation required by 26 

the Secretary. An individual may not claim a deduction as both an eligible 27 

firefighter and as an eligible rescue squad worker in a single taxable year. 28 

The following definitions apply in this subdivision: 29 

a. Eligible firefighter. – An unpaid member of a volunteer fire 30 

department who attended at least 36 hours of fire department drills 31 

and meetings during the taxable year. 32 

b. Eligible rescue squad worker. – An unpaid member of a volunteer 33 

rescue or emergency medical services squad who attended at least 36 34 

hours of rescue squad training and meetings during the taxable year. 35 

…." 36 

SECTION 5.(b)  G.S. 105-151(a) reads as rewritten: 37 

"(a) An individual who is a resident of this State is allowed a credit against the taxes 38 

imposed by this Part for income taxes imposed by and paid to another state or country on 39 

income taxed under this Part, subject to the following conditions: 40 

… 41 

(2) The fraction of the gross income, as calculated under the Code and adjusted 42 

as provided in G.S. 105-134.6 and G.S. 105-134.7, G.S. 105-134.6, that is 43 

subject to income tax in another state or country shall be ascertained, and the 44
